A FREE shuttle bus service 
will be ferrying shoppers to 
the Merry Hill Centre for 
the second year running in 
the build-up to Christmas. 

It will operate from the 
nearby Waterfront business 
park every weekend from 
this Saturday and also on 
weekdays, excluding 

Wednesdays, from Decem¬ 
ber 14. It comes as the centre 
announced extended Christ¬ 
mas opening hours. 

The shuttle bus, which 
aims to reduce congestion 
around the shopping centre, 
proved a success when it was 
launched for the first time 
last year. 

Gridlocked 

Roads around Merry Hill 
can become gridlocked due 
to the large number of 
people trying to get there 
and find a parking space. 

Merry Hill bosses say the 
bus service will help to make 
it easier for people to do 
their Christmas shopping. 

The bus runs from 9am 
until 8.30pm on Saturdays, 
10.30am to 5.30pm on 
Sundays, and until midnight 
on selected days to coincide 
with the centre’s later 
opening hours. Shoppers 
should follow the Park ‘n’ 
Ride signs when they drive in. 

Between December 2 and 
18, the centre will be open 
for an extra hour, until 10pm 
on weekdays and 8pm on 
Saturdays. 

Affordable 
homes plan 

ALMOST 100 affordable 
houses will be built in the 
borough as part of plans for 
reducing the number of 
people becoming homeless. 

Dudley Council is working 
with housebuilders to 
encourage them to develop a 
range of smaller properties. 

Bosses have drawn up pro¬ 
posals for tackling homeless¬ 
ness in the borough. 

During 2012/13 there 
were 2,270 requests for help 
made to the council from 
people worried they were at 
risk of becoming homeless. 
But 170 households were 
accepted as homeless, 12 
more than the year before. 


NEW BID TO SAVE 

CHIIDREN CENTRE 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save a 
children’s centre from closure have 
formed an action group to persuade 
the council to rethink cost-cutting 
proposals. 

Dozens of parents and children from Queen Victo¬ 


ria Children’s Centre in 
Sedgley attended a public 
meeting on Monday. 

Dudley Council wants to 
reduce the number of 
centres from 20 to 13 to save 
£2.3 million. 

The meeting, organised by 
chairman of Dudley & Hale¬ 
sowen UKIP Bill Etheridge 
was held at Sedgley Working 
Men’s Club and is one of a 
number of protest events 
which have taken place since 
the proposals were revealed. 

Petition 

At the meeting, campaign¬ 
ers signed a petition and 
formed an action group as 
they look to lobby the 
council to reconsider propos¬ 
als to cut children’s services 
used by thousands of Dudley 
families. 

Parent Jodie Wynne, 
whose three-year-old son 
Alfie goes to the children’s 
centre, was one of those to 
address the meeting. She 
said: “Without this centre I 
would not be able to work. 

“Alfie finishes his 
morning nursery at 11.40am 
and I start work at 9am. 
Who’s going to employ 
someone who can work for 
those hours? I wouldn’t be 
able to live off the wages if 
they did. 

“The staff at the centre 
are so good and it is so 
important it remains open 
the way it is.”

Austin, who also attended, 
said: “I am opposed to the 
closure of these children 
centres. 

“Councillors don’t want to 
see these children centres 
close down. 

“They want to work with 
the council to see if they see 
if there is a way for them to 
stay open. 

“These cuts involve a vital 
service in this community 
but in the UK children 
centres are closing at a rate 
of three a week, their 
numbers are in crisis. 

“This isn’t just about 
saving the Queen Victoria 
Children’s Centre in Sedgley 
- it’s about looking at the 
whole network and saving 
services for children across 
Dudley.” 

Mr Etheridge added: “I 
urge the people to submit 
their say in this consultation 
and put pressure on Dudley 
Council with ‘people 
power’.” 

More than 15,000 children 
have access to the centres in 
Dudley, Brierley Hill, Stour¬ 
bridge and Halesowen. They 
provide support including 
access to child-minding and 
nursery services. In total, 
285 people work at the 
centres.

More than 110 boxes have 
been wrapped and packed 
full of presents by pupils at 
Brier School in Bromley 
Lane, Kingswinford. 

They will be collected this 
month and taken to less for¬ 
tunate children in countries 
such as Belarus and 
Romania. 

It is the 17th time the 
school has contributed to the 
nationwide appeal. 

Collecting 

Nursery nurse Karen 
Foynes said: “The children 
absolutely love it - it is part 
of their personal, social and 
health education and gives 
them an understanding of 
children not as well off as 
they are.” 

She added: “They all 
enjoy collecting the pres¬ 
ents, knowing they are 
helping children else¬ 
where.” 

The school project is also 
managed by fellow nursery 
nurse Judith Prime. 

The boxes are brimming 
with items including toys 
and pencils. 

The older children at the 
school fill their own boxes, 
while the younger pupils 
work together with their 
teachers. 

The initiative is the 
world’s largest children’s 
Christmas project and is run 
by the charity Samaritan’s 
Purse. 

It has been run since 1990 
and delivers the shoeboxes 
to thousands of children 
across the world. 


Bombs are 
found by 
police at 
man's flat 

CRUDE homemade bombs 
were discovered at a Dudley 
flat - one of which was 
packed inside a rucksack, a 
court was told. 

A vodka bottle reportedly 
containing screws, ball bear¬ 
ings and gunpowder was 
found in the bag lying at the 
foot of a bed in the flat. 

A second device involving 
an unspecified low quantity 
explosive composition was 
discovered in a jar at the 
same premises. 

Liam Hedley - who has no 
known terrorist links - was 
stopped in the street where 
he was living around 1.35pm 
on August 29. The 28-year- 
old was detained near his 
home in Wolverhampton 
Street, Dudley, in connec¬ 
tion with an unrelated 
matter that did not lead to 
criminal proceedings. 

Concerns were raised 
while he was being ques¬ 
tioned at a police station and 
this led to the search of his 
home. Details emerged after 
Hedley on Monday pleaded 
guilty to two charges of 
having an illegal explosive 
substance. The admissions 
were entered on the basis 
that he made the two devices 
found at his flat but had no 
idea what he was going to do 
with them. This was 
accepted by the prosecution. 

Hedley was remanded in 
custody for reports until 
December 9 when he is due 
to be sentenced. 

Council faces 
huge care bill 

A GROWING number of 
children being taken into 
care will leave a £3 million 
shortfall in a cash-strapped 
Dudley Council’s coffers, 
bosses are predicting. 

The authority is expecting 
to overspend its children’s 
services budget for the 
current financial year. 

Latest figures show there 
were 628 children in care 
during the 2010/11 financial 
year. There are currently 
762, around 25 higher than 
the number expected. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: 
“We will always put the 
safety of our children first.” 
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MPs condemn closures that hit families 


BOROUGH MPs have hit out at 
Dudley Council plans to close seven 
children’s centres. 

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly 
said the proposals were ‘short¬ 
sighted’. He believed that Dudley 
Council should be able to manage its 
budgets with needing to axe front¬ 
line services. 

The council wants to reduce the 
number of centres in the borough 
from 20 to 13. The move would save 


the authority £2.3million as it 
battles a funding shortfall. 

Mr Kelly said: “There are more 
than 3,000 centres in England - just 
45 have actually closed since 2010. 
Yet Labour has decided to close 
almost 15 per cent of that national 
total here in Dudley. “This is short¬ 
sighted as figures show the number 
of parents using children’s centres 
has increased to more than a million 
under this Government.” 


Dudley North’s Ian Austin has 
also spoken out against the closure 
of the centres, calling for them to be 
saved from the axe. 

He was visiting staff this week at 
three centres in his constituency, 
which include one on Dudley’s 
Priory estate along with sites in 
Sedgley and Gornal. 

“The closure of any of these Sure 
Start centres would be a huge blow 
to local families,” said Mr Austin. 


Halesowen MP James Morris has 
also started a petition against the 
closure of the Tenterfields centre in 
Halesowen which has attracted 
dozens of signatures. 

Council bosses say they need to 
trim almost £60m from the budgets 
over the next three years. 

Children’s services chief Council¬ 
lor Tim Crumpton has said the pro¬ 
posals to close the centres were not 
‘set in stone’.

A FRESH wave of protests 
has been launched against 
the closure of seven chil¬ 
dren’s centres serving fami¬ 
lies across Dudley. 

The campaign against the 
council cuts is gathering 
pace with angry parents col¬ 
lecting signatures for peti¬ 
tions and borough MPs 
joining the fight. 

More than 240 people 
_have signed a petition to 
save Netherton Park chil¬ 
dren’s centre while parents 
and staff at Bromley Pen- 
snett have hit the streets to 
gather support for their 
campaign. 

A peaceful protest is also 
due to take place in Quarry 
Bank tomorrow (Friday) 
with parents keen to show 
the strength of feeling 
against the closure threat, 

Kyra Hill, a member of the 
centre’s Parents Voice com¬ 
mittee, is helping to organise 
the protest. The 25-year-old 
mother said the centre had 
given her a lot of support 
since she moved from 
Walsall to Stourbridge. “I 
couldn’t have done without 
their support,” she said. 

“It is vitally important to 
keep it open. We want to 
hold a peaceful protest to 
show a dedicated and united 
community against the plan 
to close our centre.”

Mothers say they have 
been told if their site shuts 
they could catch a bus to the 
next nearest centre. 

However, they claim the 
move would cost them at 
least £20 extra a week 
putting a squeeze on family 
budgets, besides, they say 
buses only allow two 
pushchairs on at a time. 

Afford 

Campaigner Heather 
Chaslin, 36, of Birchfield 
Road, Wollescote, has two 
children, Marley, aged one, 
and six-year-old Rowan, and 
uses Hob Green Children’s 
Centre in Wollescote. 

She says families would 
face walks of more than 20 
minutes uphill with 
pushchairs in all weathers if 
they could not afford the 
bus. 

“We can’t all get the bus as 
many just couldn’t afford it. 
It would be at least £4 or £5 
a day then there are children 
coming out of school at dif¬ 
ferent times,” she said. 

The seven centres which 
face the axe also include 
Kingswinford and Wall 
Health and Quarry Bank. 

At the moment there are 
20 centres in five clusters, 
including two in Dudley and 
one each in Brier ley Hill, 
Stourbridge and Halesowen. 

Under the new plans 
there will be four hubs in 
Brierley Hill, Kate’s Hill, 
Wrens Nest and the Butter¬ 
fly centre in Lye, where staff 
will be based. The nine 
remaining centres would 
become ‘satellites’, operat¬ 
ing fewer services for less 
time with no permanent 
reception.

Burglar is 
caught on 
porch in 
house raid 

A BURGLAR broke into two 
properties in a ‘spur-of-the- 
moment’ raid before being 
spotted by a neighbour who 
called police, a court heard. 

James Wade was handed a 
two-and-a-half year jail sen¬ 
tence. 

A resident in Tennyson 
Street, Pensnett, saw Wade 
with two other men loitering 
in March. The court heard 
that Wade was seen walking 
to the back garden of one of 
the houses. Then they saw 
him hurl a rock through the 
window of one of the homes. 

Pockets 

Police were on the scene 
within minutes where they 
found Wade in the porch of a 
neighbouring property with 
his pockets full of stolen 
goods. 

Investigating officers 
found Wade had smashed 
the patio door at one of the 
houses but had found it was 
empty. He had gone to the 
neighbouring property and 
smashed his way inside. 

Ms Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing, said mobile phones, 
aftershave, a CD player, 
lamp stand and chargers had 
been taken. 

Mr Bernard Porter, 
defending, said Wade’s 
offending had been driven 
by his abuse of alcohol and 
drugs. 

He added: “It was a spur of 
the moment offence.” 

Wade, aged 23, of no fixed 
address, pleaded guilty to 
two charges of burglary. 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court he was sentenced to 
30 months imprisonment on 
both charges to run concur¬ 
rently. 

Winter death 
shock figures 

THERE were 31,000 deaths 
linked to cold weather last 
winter, including 26,600 
among the over-75s. 

The number of ‘excess 
winter deaths’ in England 
and Wales rose by 29 per 
cent compared to the previ¬ 
ous year, according to the 
Office for National Statis¬ 
tics. 

In Dudley around 200 
people die each year from 
being too cold. 

Dudley Council runs a 
winter warmth service to 
help people who are strug¬ 
gling to heat their homes 
with around 500 households 
supported last year. But 
former older person’s cham¬ 
pion for the borough Coun¬ 
cillor Pat Martin said the 
figures showed more help 
was desperately needed.

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Warden's 
base and 
housing 
planned 

IT WAS once the site of a 
19th century manor house 
that had been hit by vandals 
before it was controversially 
demolished despite a long- 
running campaign. 

Now the former site of 
Saltwells House in Saltwells 
Nature Reserve will be used 
once again under plans for a 
£300,000 warden’s base as 
well as new homes. 

Since the manor house 
was knocked down three 
years ago, there have been 
calls for the site to be avail¬ 
able for the community. 

Visitors 

Proposals by Selbourne 
Homes include a single 
storey warden’s HQ which 
will be used by staff working 
in the reserve as well as visi¬ 
tors and schoolchildren. 

It would be partly funded 
by Dudley Council, which 
says it will give Saltwells a 
facility which can be used by 
the whole community. 

There would also be five 
four-bedroom houses built 
on the site while the access 
road would be improved. 

Gavin Warr, managing 
director of Hagley-based Sel¬ 
bourne Homes, said: “We are 
building these five houses 
and that will enable, at the 
same time, the woodland 
warden’s facility to be built. 

“As well as having accom¬ 
modation for the woodland 
wardens and management 
of the site, there will be 
classrooms for schoolchild¬ 
ren to learn about the wood¬ 
lands.” 

The five detached houses 
would be built in a ‘wood¬ 
land style’ designed to fit in 
with their surroundings. 

Dudley Council has 
agreed to earmark £120,000 
from the reserves budget of 
the council’s urban environ¬ 
ment directorate for the new 
base.

‘We can’t believe our Laura has gone' 



Student Laura Pincher - died at 18 


SHE had her whole life ahead of her 
butut it was cruelly cut short after she 
suffered a blood clot at the age of just 18. 

Relatives of Laura Pincher have spoken of 
their continuing disbelief less than a month 
after they lost her. 

The health and social care student at Stour¬ 
bridge College died at Russells Hall Hospital 
in Dudley from a blood clot in her lungs. 

Hundreds gathered to remember Laura at 
her funeral at St Benedict Biscop Church in 
Wombourne. 

The former Ounsdale High School pupil, 
who lived in Hadcroft Grange, Stourbridge, 
leaves her parents Andrew and Jane Pincher 
as well as sister Emma, brother Matthew, plus 
two step-brothers Ryan and Reece and a step¬ 


sister Charlotte. She also leaves her fiance, 
Richard Clews, who had been her partner for 
two years. 

Mr Pincher, aged 47, said: “She was a lovely 
child - a really, really happy girl who always 
wanted to have fun. 

“Losing her has been tough on the whole 
family. I don’t think we can really believe she 
has gone.” 

Funeral 

He added: “I’d like to thank the community 
for all its support following her death.” 

At her funeral, the family asked mourners 
to donate money to The Beacon Centre For 
The Blind in Sedgley after the charity had 
helped Laura because she suffered from Star- 
gardt disease. 


The condition meant she was gradually 
losing her eyesight. 

Mr Pincher said the family planned to 
spread his daughter’s ashes and plant a rose 
tree in Stourbridge in memory of her. 

Earlier this month, an inquest into her 
death was opened at Smethwick Coroners 
Court. 

The hearing was told that Laura had died 
from a bilateral pulmonary embolism and 
deep vein thrombosis due to morbid obesity. 

Mr Angus Smillie, assistant coroner for the 
Black Country, adjourned the matter for an 
inquest after concerns were raised by her 
family about previous hospital admissions. 

The hearing will take place on February 4. 


Supermarket scheme to 
transform town centre 


RESTAURANTS, shops and houses will be 
built alongside a supermarket under a £50 
million masterplan being showcased for a 
town centre.

The supermarket would 
be the first phase of the 
scheme in 2015 and is 
expected to create up to 500 
jobs. 

Richard Burke, from 
Commercial Estates Group, 
said: “We can bring forward 
a new supermarket but the 
site is capable of delivering 
so much more for Dudley. 

“With the regeneration of 
King Street, which is a 
council and community pri¬ 
ority, this offers a unique 
opportunity to deliver 
homes, commercial and 
leisure uses, community 
facilities and retail at the 
same time as reconnecting 
King Street to the town 
centre.”

He added: “At Commercial 
Estates Group we have a 
track record in delivering 
schemes of this nature and 
long-term investments in 
local areas. 

“The site benefits from a 
small number of landown¬ 
ers, making the masterplan¬ 
ning process much simpler 
than would otherwise be the 
case. 

“We are fully committed 
to delivering this major 
regeneration project.” 

Residents and businesses

Resident is lucky to be alive 


A CAR careered off the road and 
ploughed through the wall of a flat, 
narrowly missing a resident who was 
inside his lounge watching TV 
Factory worker Mamadou Diallo, 
aged 34, described hearing a loud bang 
and seeing a ‘silver shape’ pass in front 
of his eyes moments before he was 
covered in dust and rubble. 

The silver Volkswagen Golf came 
crashing into his ground floor flat, on 
Maughan Street in Dudley. 

Mr Diallo, who escaped without 
injury, fears he could have died had he 
not made a change to his typical 
evening routine. He had been relaxing 


watching music videos when the car 
smashed through his living room. 

“I usually lie down on the settee, but 
my back has been hurting so I decided 
to lie on the floor. The car smashed 
through the wall straight into the 
settee, so if I had been on there I would 
probably be a dead man now.” 

Mr Diallo crawled out of a gap in the 
wall next to the car. 

“When I looked back in the room it 
was in bits. Everything was smashed to 
pieces, the TY the settee, everything 
was crushed up against the back wall. 

“The driver had fallen out of the car 
and was lying in the rubble. I went

back in and tried to help him. I think he 
was disabled because his false leg was 
lying on the floor in the all the mess. 

Six families living in the three-storey 
block were evacuated while structural 
engineers assessed the building. 

Mr Diallo, who works at Newbrel in 
Halesowen, said he has been in the UK 
for around 10 years since moving from 
Guinea. He is due to become a natu¬ 
ralised British citizen next week. “I 
was looking forward to it a lot but now 
I don’t have a place to live,” he added. 

The driver of the car was arrested on 
suspicion of drink-driving and has 
been bailed by police.

The mayor is the Queen’s representative in the 
borough.” Which sounds terribly impressive until you recall 
that the role of the Pope goes back 2,000 years and he is 
God’s representative on earth. While the Mayor of Walsall 
rolls up in a £50,000 Jag, Pope Francis uses a Ford Focus.

IT IS reported that theft from shops in the UK now costs 
us £3,400 million a year, or about £124 per household. It is 
a colossal sum but what did the politicians expect when 
they effectively decriminalised shoplifting? Gone are the 
days when shoplifters were hauled before the courts to 
have their dishonesty dissected in public and their convic¬ 
tions printed in the local newspaper. Oh, the shame. These 
days a first-time shoplifter(and they always claim it’s their 
first time) caught nicking items worth less than £100 is 
issued with a PND, a Penalty Notice of Disorder which is 
little more than a fixed-penalty fine. Pay £80 and you’ll hear 
no more about it. This is probably the biggest bargain in the 
supermarket. If you go shoplifting a dozen times before you 
get caught and then get stung for £80, you’re well into profit. 
Is it any wonder that thousands of people no longer regard 
shoplifting as a crime and look slightly puzzled if you 
suggest, heaven forbid, they should be ashamed of them¬ 
selves?

FOR a snapshot of modern attitudes to theft from stores, 
have a look at that great national barometer, the Sky News 
website where one contributor thunders: “The only answer 
to this problem is to FIGHT for a DECENT WAGE.” Actually, 
there is another answer. Try leading a decent, honest life 
and keeping your sticky fingers off other people's property.

MEANWHILE, it emerged this week that we are heading 
for the most debt-ridden Christmas of all time. Total UK per¬ 
sonal debt stands at £1.43 trillion or if you prefer, 
£1,430,000,000,000. Average debt per British household is 
now £54,000, double the level of a decade ago. And just 
when you're thinking of doing something really desperate 
(like paying off some of your debts), along comes a couple 
of new credit cards, announced this week, which don't 
charge any interest for the first 15 months. Just think of the 
debt you can rack up before things turn nasty. Just what we 
need - the lead lifejacket. 

IT is 50 years since President Kennedy was killed in 
Dallas. Over the following five decades, like so many of my 
generation, I have read endless conspiracy theories and 
watched a succession of reconstructions, documentaries 
and movies. Only one came close to persuading me there 
was more to this killing than a single assassin in the Dallas 
book depository. This was Bonar Menninger's book Mortal 
Error: The Shot That Killed JFK, which I reviewed when it 
was published 21 years ago. Menninger believes Lee 
Harvey Oswald fired only two of the three shots heard that 
day in Dallas. The third and fatal shot, he suggests, was 
fired accidentally by secret service agent George Hickey in 
the car behind Kennedy’s who stood up in alarm when he 
heard Oswald’s shots. It is an elegant theory. It explains not 
only why the three shots happened so quickly but why 
several witnesses said they smelt gunpowder in the air at 
street level. Above all, it is a theory which relies not on a con¬ 
spiracy, which would surely have unravelled by now, but on 
a good, old-fashioned cock-up.

Ex-soldier's punch KO'd man for five days 


A FORMER soldier who punched a 
drunk man in a pub knocking him 
unconscious for five days has been 
spared an immediate jail sentence. 

Daniel Browning Tost his temper’ at 
the Albion Inn in Kingswinford and 
punched Luke Esser in the face, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Mr Stuart Clarkson, prosecuting, 
told the court that the first Mr Esser 
knew about the attack was when he 
woke up in the Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal on Boxing Day - five days after he 
was punched. 

Mr Clarkson said: “It was about 
quarter past 11 on December 21, and 
Mr Esser and his friends were about to 
leave the Albion Inn. Luke Esser was 
rather worse for wear. He was clearly 
in drink. ” 

Mr Esser had staggered towards a 
door and when he spilt some drink he 


kicked the door and shouted at it, but 
did not cause any damage. “He was 
confronted by Daniel Browning who 
asked him ‘did you kick the door’, 
which he denied,” said Mr Clarkson. 
“He struck out at Mr Esser. 

“He punched him once and he fell 
backward, onto the floor, and as a con¬ 
sequence he was injured.” 

Fractured 

The victim suffered a fractured 
cheek and a cut to the back of his head. 

Browning was originally charged 
with grievous bodily harm but pleaded 
guilty on the day of his trial to a charge 
of wounding. 

When interviewed Browning, of 
Bells Lane, Wordsley, had said that he 
was acting in self defence. 

Miss Samantha Powis, defending, 
said Browning was a former soldier 
who had seen active service, and had 


recently returned from a security con¬ 
tract in Iraq. She told the court that he 
was not drunk and had put Mr Esser in 
the recovery position. 

“This was an offence where the 
defendant lost his temper,” she said 

Judge Martin Walsh noted that 
Browning, 27, had previous convic¬ 
tions but none of them were recent. 

He told Browning: “You have a mili¬ 
tary background and you have been 
subject to military discipline in the 
past. Your victim may well have been 
making somewhat of a nuisance of 
himself but you delivered a single blow 
which caused a fracture to his cheek 
and injuries to the back of his head 
when he fell.” 

He sentenced him to 12 months in 
prison suspended for two years. He 
also ordered him to complete 150 hours 
of unpaid work, a three month curfew, Daniel Browning - lost his

'Miracle' escape from 
terror of killer typhoon

AFTER escaping unscathed 
from a ‘terrifying’ six hours 
alone as his flat in the 
Philippines was lashed by 
Typhoon Haiyan, Tom Gore 
could have been forgiven 
for taking up his bosses’ 
offer fly straight home to 
England. 

But instead the 23-year-old from 
Stourbridge set about aiding his col¬ 
leagues in helping scores of people 
left homeless and hungry by the dis¬ 
aster. 

Tom says it was a ‘miracle’ that he 
and some 80 colleagues in the city of 
Tacloban, in the province hardest 


hit by the typhoon, escaped with 
their lives. But he added: “A lot of 
their houses were totally destroyed 
and they lost everything. 

“We have sheltered about 50 
people in our offices in Tacloban and 
having been buying food and 
medical supplies for them, as well as 
taking it out to the villages to help 
other people.” 

Howling 

Tom was awoken at 3 am by a 
howling wind as the typhoon 
approached and it got worse, with 
the storm at its height for four 
hours. “It was pretty terrifying,” he 
said. “The wind was so loud, the rain 
so heavy and I could hear glass 


breaking. A tree flew into my wall - 
at any other angle it would have 
gone through the window. 

“At first I was texting people but 
the storm suddenly caused a black¬ 
out and the phone lines went down. ” 

The former student at Redhill 
School, Stourbridge, and Halesowen 
College, who got a first class degree 
in history at Manchester Metropoli¬ 
tan University, works for Manches¬ 
ter-based Kaya Responsible Travel, 
which offers people the chance to get 
work experience overseas and vol¬ 
unteer for projects. 

With the threat of cholera mount¬ 
ing in Tacloban, he and his work¬ 
mates eventually relocated to the 
island city of Cebu. 


There he will be on hand to help 
with interviews to recruit 100 volun¬ 
teers to help rebuild devastated 
areas. 

Then he plans to return to the 
stricken area to carry on the relief 
effort. If his own experience was 
frightening, it was even worse for 
his family back in Heath Street, 
Stourb idge. 

His mother Judy, 55, said: “For a 
long time we did not know if he was 
alive or dead. Finally we got a 
message through saying he was safe 
and well. I cannot describe the relief 
of that message.” 

More than 4,000 people are 
believed to have been killed in the 
storm and around 1,200 are missing.

Membrane work nears end to boost wildlife

WORK is drawing to a close on a major oper¬ 
ation to install a special membrane at a con¬ 
taminated Black Country pool blamed for 
the deaths of dozens of birds. 

The geotextile sheet is being laid on the 
bottom of Rattlechain Lagoon, in Tividale, to 
protect the lake from white phosphorus, 
which the birds are believed to be ingesting. 
More than 80 birds have died at the site. 

Chemical company Rhodia UK Ltd, which 
owns the site, has carried out a programme 
of environmental improvements and work is 
due to be complete by the end of the month. 

The lagoon, in John’s Lane, has been a 
waste disposal site for more than 60 years, 


but has not been actively used since 2006 and 
will not accept any further waste. 

Rhodia, which took ownership of it in 
2000, has been working on a solution to cover 
the waste contained in the sediments at the 
bottom of the lagoon to help prevent birds 
ingesting them as they feed. 

The geo textile sheet is covered with a layer 
of sand to further isolate the waste contained 
in the sediments at the bottom of the lagoon 
and help protect visiting wildlife. The major 
part of the work is now complete, with 
bushes and shrubs now being planted. 

The lagoon will now be surveyed to check 
that the sheet remains in place - first in six 


months and then annually for the next five 
years. Bosses of the site now hope that it will 
not be long before the lagoon attracts birds 
and other wildlife. John Moorhouse, site 
redevelopment manager at Rhodia, said: 
“This has been a significant project and we 
would like to express our gratitude to our 
neighbours who have seen a lot more activity 
on site than they have become used to in pre¬ 
vious years. 

“We’d also like to thank the RSPCA, 
Natural England, the Canal and River Trust 
and the Environment Agency, from whom we 
have sought support and guidance during 
the project.” 


Action proposed to stop 
queues at busy junction 


ACTION is to be taken to prevent tailbacks at 
a busy Dudley junction during rush hour fol¬ 
lowing years of complaints from residents 
and motorists. 

Long queues form along Parkes Hall Road every weekday 
morning and evening with traffic stretching back nearly a 


mile along the route on some 
occasions. 

The congestion is appar¬ 
ently caused because the 
road is not wide enough at 
its traffic light-controlled 
junction with Tipton Road, 
Sedgley Road and Park 
Road. 

When more than one 
vehicle is waiting to turn 
right out of Parkes Hall 
Road or Park Road, the car¬ 
riageway becomes blocked 
as cars travelling straight 
ahead cannot pass those 
waiting to turn. 

A survey has now been 
carried out along the route 
and Dudley Council is 
looking at options to deal 
with the long-running 
problem. 

One of the suggestions is 
to change the system of 
lights to allow vehicles 
turning right to filter across 
and a filter light could also 
be introduced. 

Upper Gornal and Wood- 
setton councillor Keiran 
Casey has been campaigning 
for action at the junction 
along with fellow councillor 
Adam Aston.

He said: “This has been a 
concern for some time. 
There have been occasions 
when the tailbacks have 
stretched back along Parkes 
Hall Road to its junction 
with Eve Lane. 

Rush-hour 

“This is a very busy road 
during the day as is Tipton 
Road, Sedgley Road and 
Park Road and at rush-hour 
it is obviously worse. 

“The fact is the junction is 
not wide enough for all of the 
cars using it. 

“However, to widen the 
junction would be a major 
task and at the moment 
resources are just not avail¬ 
able. 

He added: “Members of 
the community have sug¬ 
gested changes to the traffic 
lights which are now under 
consideration. 

“Various options are now 
being looked at to deal with 
this problem and something 
will be agreed in the near 
future.”

He brings with him hopes of a new 
generation of big cats as Joao is part of 
a major international conservation 
programme for the critically endan¬ 
gered species. 

Assistant curator Richard Brown 
said: “Joao is still settling into his new 


surroundings in the internal dens and 
we are monitoring his behaviour daily. 
He seems to be a relaxed tiger and big 
cat staff are now working hard to build 
a bond with him by spending as much 
time as possible sitting and talking to 
him. 

“We hope visitors will bear with him 
until he’s ready to explore the outside, 
which we expect to be sometime in the 
coming weeks. ” 

Staff have also started the gradual 
introduction process between 20- 
month-old Joao and three year-old 
Daseep. Mr Brown said: “Although 
both tigers are kept separately indoors, 


they can now see each other through 
the internal enclosures and there has 
been some vocalisation between the 
air. All the initial reactions have so far 
een promising.” 

Dudley Zoo holds an impressive 
breeding record for Sumatran tigers 
with eight cubs having been born at the 
Castle Hill site between 2000 and 2005, 
which increased the world population 
of this rare sub-species by two per cent. 
It went on to boost programmes across 
the world. 

Sumatran tigers are ‘Critically 
Endangered’ on the IUCN Red data 
List. There are just 140 left in the wild.

Scars only skin deep 
as Karl bares his soul 


LISA WRIGHT reports on 
Black Country hero Karl 
Hinett who has teamed up 
with Bryan Adams with 
some remarkable results 

The word tattooed across his 
stomach speaks volumes 
about war hero Karl Hinett. 

Although Karl was so badly 
injured in Iraq that he had to learn to 
walk again, the word ‘unscarred’ is 
emblazoned on his torso as a 
reminder of his determination to 
overcome his wounds. 

It is a simple, powerful word summing 
up the spirit of a man who has gone on to 
run countless marathons in aid of charity, 
now candidly displayed framed by his 
shocking scars in a new book by rock star 
Bryan Adams. 

Karl, formerly of Tipton and who now 
lives in Dudley, was invited by Adams to 
strip off to be part of an collection of strik¬ 
ing portraits of injured soldiers called 
Bryan Adams Exposed in Dusseldorf. 

And now the singer has launched a 
book featuring more images called 
Wounded: The Legacy of War. 

As a private with the Staffordshire 
Regiment, Karl, 26, suffered severe 
burns to his hands, legs, arms and face in 
the bombing in 2005 in Iraq. 

Challenges 

His injuries were so bad he had to 
painstakingly learn to walk again. 

But he battled back to compete in 
dozens of gruelling challenges to raise 
money for the hospital that treated him, 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital, Birming¬ 
ham. Around two years ago he was 
approached by the Canadian to pose in 
the pictures. 

He said: “I have to admit it was quite 
an unusual email I got from him, but as I 
read the details I realised I wanted to 
take part. He wanted to capture images

of soldiers after war, and it was a really 
interesting and exciting project to be 
part of.” He spent most of the morning 
with the star at his studio, and even had 
breakfast with him. 

He said: “He is a really genuine and 
down to earth guy, and really very 
accommodating, making me feel 
welcome. It was very relaxed, and he 
was very clear about what he wanted.” 

Karl posed topless for the star 
putting his burnt and badly scarred 
skin on full display, as well as his dis¬ 
tinctive tattoos. He added: “He is 


known mostly for his music, but he is a 
really very good photographer and was 
very professional.” 

Karl was photographed individually 
but was one of 25 injured soldiers to 
take part in the project. 

He said: “Looking back it was quite a 
bizarre experience being photographed 
by Bryan Adams, but I am really 
pleased I did it. 

“It was a bit odd posing, but he kept 
it quite relaxed and put me at ease.” 

Karl has raised tens of thousands of 
pounds for charity during his 


mammoth fundraising efforts, running 
100 marathons in two years in aid of the 
hospital charity. 

On New Year’s Day 2011 he started a 
marathon challenge to raise cash for 
Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal, where he was nursed back to health. 

He finished the last gruelling 26.2 mile 
run in Liverpool on New Year’s Eve last 
year. 

Meanwhile, he has also announced he 
will be returning to Iraq in an epic chal¬ 
lenge to mark the 10th anniversary of 
when he was horrifically injured in the 
country. 

The soldier will be taking on a 5,000km 
running challenge called ‘Back 2 Iraq 
2015’ in two years time, which will see 
him run across Europe, Turkey and back 
to the Middle East. 

Collection 

Money will be split between the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital Birmingham Charity 
and Walking With The Wounded. Karl 
said the idea was formed with fellow par¬ 
ticipant Jules Roberts, 29. 

They plan to run around a marathon a 
day, starting in England, making their 
way through France, Germany, Prague, 
Serbia, Bulgaria, Turkey and then on to 
Iraq. 

The book was launched earlier this 
month and is a collection of photographs 
and first person accounts from service¬ 
men and women who have cheated death 
whilst serving their country in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

The photography for the book was 
taken by Bryan Adams and the words 
were edited by ITN journalist Caroline 
Froggatt who first approached Bryan 
with the idea to do something to help 
wounded soldiers in 2008. The book has 
taken five years to make and includes 
more than 100 photographs of 40 
wounded servicemen. 

It is published by German publishers 
Steidl and cost £50. 

Proceeds from the book will go to the 
services charities BLESMA, Blind Veter¬ 
ans UK, Combat Stress, SSAFA and War 
Child.

‘THIS was always going to cause 
a bit of a stink,’ was one council¬ 
lor’s take on the relocation of 
Dudley’s public toilets when it 
was approved. 

Dudley Council’s planning committee 
last week backed the authority’s own plans 
to close the existing block in Market Place, 
in favour of redeveloping the Levines furni¬ 
ture store in Castle Street. 

The scheme was approved despite ques¬ 
tions from Councillor Timothy Wright, who 
asked why the officers had picked a new 
location at ‘the back of beyond’ rather than 
filling units which were currently empty in 
the busier part of town, near Argos. 

Empty 

He said: “Why not at least stick them in 
the middle? It seems a long way for an 
elderly person to walk when they’re caught 
short while they’re doing their shopping. 

“There are sites that are empty currently 
rather than the site that’s been chosen. 

“This was always going to cause a bit of a 
stink,” Councillor Wright then quipped. 

Plans for a new toilet complex were sub¬ 
mitted as part a £6 million revamp of the 
town centre to encourage more shoppers 
and tourists. 

The move has been proposed so the exist¬ 
ing toilet block in Market Place can be 
demolished to create a clear view of Dudley 
Castle. 

Councillor Wright’s comments came 
against a backdrop of complaints from 
neighbouring businesses to the proposals. 

Levines manager Chris Parry and the 
other two members of staff at the store are 
being located to sister stores in the area 
after the firm was given notice on its lease 
from the council. That shop closes in 
January. 

Councillor Colin Wilson also raised the 
fact that another neighbouring business to 
the proposed new toilet block was a hot food 
takeaway. 

He said it would be necessary to ensure 
the toilets were ‘meticulously managed’ by 
their attendant.

I’M deeply concerned 
about Labour-con- 
trolled Dudley 

Council’s plans to 
close up to seven 
children’s centres in 
our borough. 

There are more than 3,000 
Sure Start centres in 
England — just 45 have 
actually closed since 2010. 
Yet Labour has decided to 
close almost 15 per cent of 
that national total here in 
Dudley. 

This is short-sighted as 
figures show the number of 
parents using children's 
centres has increased to 
more than a million under 
this Government. 

Government funding for 
early intervention has 
increased from £2.2bn in 
2011-12 to £2.5bn in 2014- 
15 and councils continue to 
have the freedom to spend 
this where it is needed most, 
including children’s centres. 

Every bit of the public 
sector needs to do their bit to 
pay off the budget deficit 
inherited from the Labour 
Government, including local 
government which accounts 
for a quarter of all public 
spending. But councils like 
Dudley Council should focus 
on cutting waste and 
making sensible savings to 
protect frontline services 
and keep Council Tax down. 

I’m not sure that most 
people would agree that the 
council is run so efficiently 
that the only way that it can 
find these savings is by 
cutting essential services 
like children’s centres. 


There is simply no justifi¬ 
cation for closing the chil¬ 
dren’s centres in 
Kingswinford & Wall Heath 
and Wordsley. 

The council gets a level of 
funding from the Govern¬ 
ment through various chan¬ 
nels, like business rates and 
early intervention funding. 
It is then the council’s 
responsibility to make sure 
that it uses that money to 
provide the services our 
community needs. 

Dudley has also received 
an increase in public heath 
funding, which could be 
used to support many of the 
services that children’s 
centres provide. 

I’m strongly supporting 
local residents against the 
possible closure of 
Kingswinford & Wall Heath 
and Wordsley children’s 
centres. 


I think the council is 
making a big mistake in 
threatening to close them. 

These are centres that 
look after some of the most 
vulnerable people in the 
community and the closure 
would have a huge impact. 

The council gets money 
from the Government and it 
is up to the council to priori¬ 
tise its funding. 

Of course budgets are 
tight for councils, like they 
are for Government and for 
most families, but the 
council needs to prioritise 
their spending. 

I think most people would 
agree that these children’s 
centres are exactly the kind 
of thing that the council 
should be prioritising 
instead of planning to close 
them.

THEY have clocked up more 
than half a century of service 
between them and battled 
thousands of blazes across 
the region.

The former Heath Park 
School student said: “My highlights of 
the job were the odd callouts and the 
jobs where you saved lives, but mostly, 
the camaraderie of the team.” 

He added: “I will miss the friends I 
worked with and I hope to remain in 
contact with many of them.”

Angry man is jailed for 
smashing shop window 


A THIEF threw a bottle smashing 
a shop window, a court heard. 

Martin Perry was jailed for 10 months

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said that 
after his arrest Perry, who appeared via 
video link, was taken to the police station 
where he caused £200 damage to a mattress 
in his cell before spitting in the face of one of 
the officers. 

Mr Jon Roe, defending, said: “He accepts 
he should not have acted in the way he did. 

“After his release from prison he found 


himself struggling to pay bills and keep a 
roof over his head. 

“He was at a very low ebb in his life and he 
knows he behaved foolishly.” 

The court heard Perry was taking anger 
management sessions and was studying to 
improve his chances of finding a job. 

Unpleasant 

Judge Michael Dudley told him: “What 
you did must have been particularly 
unpleasant for the trainee shop assistant 
and breaking the window added to her 
concern. 

“The further damage you did was stupid 
and it was also a particularly unpleasant 
common assault on the police officer.” 

Perry, of Sweetman Street, Whitmore 
Reans, Wolverhampton admitted two 
charges of criminal damage, common 
assault and theft.

The care he has been given to date is 
palliative and if his condition does not 
improve as he grows, he will not be put 
on the list for a heart and lung trans¬ 
plant.

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Birthday milestone 
and it's in triplicate 


WHEN Mary Haden gave 
birth back in 1943, she could¬ 
n’t believe her eyes. 

She had been told to expect twins, 
and sure enough Dr Donald Cunning¬ 
ham, of Dudley’s Rosemary Ednam 
Maternity Home, delivered two 
bouncing baby boys. But something 
told Dr Cunningham that his work 
was not yet done. 

“I was the surprise package,” jokes 
David Haden, who is by 20 minutes 
the youngest of the three brothers. 

The trio, David, Derek and Don cel¬ 
ebrate their 70th birthdays on Sunday. 

For much of their childhood, the 
Lower Gornal triplets enjoyed minor 
celebrity status, with many landmark 
moments in their lives being recorded 
in The Chronicle’s sister newspaper 
the Express & Star. 

“We got a lot of attention when we 
were growing up,” recalls Derek. 
“There was always a lot of interest in 
birthdays and anniversaries.” 

Newsagents 

From an early age, the youngsters 
were steeped in the family tradition of 
being newsagents, with David and 
Don both going on to keep shops of 
their own. 

“Until we were around 14, we lived 
in a little two-bedroomed house at the 
back of the shop, with three of us to a 
bed,” adds Derek. “There were six of 
us living there. 

“As well as my parents, there was 
my uncle who never married, he had 
been a prisoner of war, and we only 
had one downstairs room because the 
front room had been turned into the 
shop. We never had any indoor 
washing facilities until we moved.” 

Mother Mary, whose maiden name 
had been Jones, kept the shop, Jones 
News, which she had inherited from 
her family, and was helped by husband 
Wilfred, who also worked as a builder. 

From an early age the youngsters

found themselves working in the shop 
and delivering papers. They went to 
Red Hall infants and junior schools in 
Lower Gornal. After passing his 11- 
plus, Don went to Brierley Hill 
Grammar School, while Derek and 
David went to Robert Street School, 
near the shop. 

Jones News was sold to the Stars 
News chain in the late 1960s and at the 
age of 25 David set up his own shop in 
Central Drive, Lower Gornal, in 1968. 
Don initially chose a different career 
path, studying electrical engineering 
at Aston University before joining the 
MEB. When David decided to open a 
new shop, Haden’s News in Dudley 
Street, Sedgley, in 1972, Don decided to 
follow in his footsteps by buying the 
Gornal shop from him. 

“I sometimes used to help out in 
David’s shop when he was on holiday, 
and it used to confuse a few of the cus¬ 
tomers when they came in and didn’t 
realise it wasn’t David,” says Don. 

Although Derek, who lives in Askew 
Bridge Road, Lower Gornal, has also 
helped out at the family’s shops, he was

never tempted to go into the business 
himself, instead opting for the crafts¬ 
man’s life, making decorative tiled fire¬ 
places for S & W in Himley Road. 

David, of Richmond Gardens, Worn- 
bourne, retired in 2002, but he still reg¬ 
ularly returns to his old shop. 

David, who celebrated his 40th 
wedding anniversary to wife Jennifer 
in March, has two sons. Matthew, 39, is 
a police officer, while Philip, 36, is a 
financial consultant. 

Derek, who married Jacqueline in 
1970, himself has twin sons - 40-year- 
olds Mark, who works in sales, and 
Tesco manager Richard. He also has a 
37-year-old daughter Sarah, who 
works as a secretary for the British 
Nordic Ski Squad. He retired from his 
work eight years ago, and spends much 
of his free time with his four grandchil¬ 
dren. 

Don, who married in 1967, has two 
children, Nick, 39, a neurosurgeon, 
and Nina, 35, a paediatric nurse.

Conman gets four years 
for preying on elderly 


HE PREYED on elderly and vul¬ 
nerable residents as he con¬ 
cocted lies about a sick wife to 
extort hundreds of pounds at 
the doorstep. 

Darren Hemmings, who was a conman 
trying to fund his drug habit, caused his 
victims - many aged over 80 - distress by 
pressuring them to part with cash. 

Disgraceful 

A judge branded his crimes ‘utterly 
disgraceful’ as he jailed the 44-year-old 


for four years at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week. 

Hemmings, of Hurcott Road, Kidder¬ 
minster, pleaded guilty at a previous 
hearing to seven charges of fraud by false 
representation to obtain cash. 

Hemmings asked for seven similar 
offences to be taken into consideration. 

The court heard he dreamt up differ¬ 
ent lies to deceive the often ‘vulnerable’ 
residents and dupe them into handing 
over cash at homes as he carried out the 
fraud in Stourbridge, Halesowen and 
Hagley, the court heard 


Mr Mark Phillips, prosecuting, said 
the offences took place mainly against 
victims aged between 75 and 94 during 
June, July and August of this year. 

It was revealed that Hemmings had 
around 29 previous convictions for 
similar offences including ‘dishonesty’ 
crimes since he first offended in 1988. 

Judge Martin Walsh told Hemmings: 
“You have got an appalling record for 
committing offences of this sort. 

“These were utterly disgraceful crimes 
committed against vulnerable and 
elderly members of the community.”

Robbie swings back 
into the nation's hearts 
M! 


I any Robbie Williams fans have 
their favourite standout gig, 
whether it’s his 2001 Royal 
Albert Hall show, in which he belted 
out classic Swing When You’re 
Winning tracks, or the 2003 
Knebworth show, captured on the 
DVD What We Did Last Summer. 

Obviously there’s been a lot of water 
under the bridge since then, with his 
contribution to Take That’s superb 
Progress tour, and his more recent 
solo work. 

For many, his take on Frank Sinatra, 
Dean Martin and Sammy Davis Jr’s 
classics was a career highlight 12 
years ago, and on November 8 there 
was a sense that things had come full 
circle. 

Of course not everyone was able to 
get to the London Palladium to 
witness his latest evening of swing 
music, so Robbie Williams One Night 
at the Palladium is a chance to see 
what you missed. 

Performing tracks from new album 
Swings Both Ways, he is joined by 
special guests Lily Allen and Rufus 
Wainwright and Muppets Kermit the 
Frog and Miss Piggy. 


“Moi is always thrilled to perform at 
the Palladium, no matter who I have to 
share the stage with,” remarked the 
porcine superstar. “But being up there 
with moi’s dear friend Robbie Williams 
and Kermie will make this night even 
more spectacular!” 

Well, quite. 

Williams has suffered many highs 
and lows since he last belted out a 
load of swing classics for a paying 
audience. 

In 2002, his mammoth £80million 
contract with EMI was one of the 
biggest music deals in history. 

The album Escapology, co-penned 
with Guy Chambers, included a 
couple of crackers in Come Undone 
and Feel. Both peaked at number four 
in the UK charts, while the album itself 
was a huge hit worldwide, topping the 
charts in more than a dozen 
countries, including here. 

His 2005 album Intensive Care was 
also a global smash, but a year later 
many fans were disappointed with his 
follow-up, Rudebox. 

Despite impressive production from 
the likes of Mark Ronson and the Pet 


Shop Boys, it looked like Robbie pre¬ 
empted his fate and ‘came undone! 

By 2009 he scraped back some 
credibility with the album Reality Killed 
the Video Star, a project boosted by the 
work of super producer Trevor Horn. 

Admittedly the track Morning Sun 
struggled in the UK charts, but Bodies 
was much stronger, hitting number 2. 

In 2010, his long-awaited reunion 
with Take That saw Williams back on 
form, both on the album Progress, and 
their stunning tour, which left each of 
the five band members a reported 
£7million better off. 

Having healed a much-publicised rift 
with Gary Barlow, their duet Shame 
won over Take That fans, while 
Barlow-penned 2012 track Candy saw 
Robbie back at the top of the charts 
for the first time since 2004’s Radio. 

Now, with old mate Guy Chambers 
back on board as songwriter, it looks 
like the 39-year-old has bounced back 
from the brink once more. 

So, if this new century keeps 
bringing you down, settle back and 
enjoy as one of Blighty’s greatest 
showmen works his magic once more.

Vauxhall’s Insignia is now 
a far more compelling car 


By David Banner 


VAUXHALL’S Insignia has evolved 
but to really appreciate the 
changes, you’ll need a version like 
the Tech Line model we look at here 
with its sat nav system and Intellilink 
infotainment screen. 

Medium range family models are very dif¬ 
ferent these days. Want proof? Then just take 
a seat inside a Vauxhall Insignia. And ideally 
a Tech Line-specced one equipped with the 
brand’s latest Intellilink infotainment fitted. 
This not only connects you into the standard 
sat nav system you get at this level but it also 
enables you to do everything from Bluetooth¬ 
ing your ‘phone to accessing a whole series of 
Vauxhall-sourced apps. The future has truly 
arrived. 

Of course, there’s a lot more to this latest 
Insignia than just a bit of interior hi-tech. 
Prices are tighter and running costs a great 
deal lower if you choose one of the latest 2.0 
CDTi diesel engines developing either 120 or 
140PS. Both these units are available to Tech 
Line buyers. Let’s check this car out. 

The Insignia now feels a far more mature 
car to drive - and all the main powerplants 
most British customers choose are offered to 
Tech Line buyers. 

Under the skin, over 60% of the chassis 
componentry is new - but it’s not enough to 
make this into a car you’d really describe as 
‘rewarding’. What it does do is perfect what 


was there in the first place. This Insignia 
really is now dynamically fit for family and 
business purposes, with no caveats. True, a 
Mazda6 or a Mondeo might handle the 
twisties with a little more elan, but for most 
of the people, most of the time, this, dynami¬ 
cally, is all the car they will ever need, quietly 
and effectively getting on with the job of 
getting you from A to B. 

The ‘quietly’ bit’s important. Almost all 
Insignia buyers want a diesel and though the 
original version of Vauxhall’s 2.0 CDTi unit 
had many merits, refinement wasn’t one of 
them. In fact, it was one of the noisiest, rattli- 
est diesels in its class. But isn’t now. True, 
there are still quieter black pump buys in this 
class but at least this car will no longer wake 
the neighbours when you fire up on a cold 
morning or tire you in traffic with its constant 
rumbling thrum. 

Visually, there are no sheet metal changes 
to this improved Insignia. Instead, there are 
detail improvements front and rear that aim 
to bring a wider and lower look to the hatch, 
saloon and Sports Tourer estate bodystyles 
that, as before, make up the range. 

Inside, much of the switchgear has been 
tidied up onto a central 8-inch colour touch¬ 
screen that deals with everything from navi¬ 
gation to trip computer read-outs and audio 
selections, Bluetooth ‘phone functions to a 
series of Vauxhall-sourced apps. 

There’s even a touchpad behind the gear- 
lever that accepts one, two or three finger ges¬ 
tures for the various operating functions - or 
you can press a button on the steering wheel 
and activate the whole thing by voice control. 
It’s not the most immediately intuitive of 
systems to initially get to grips with but if you 


struggle a bit with these things, you can 
download a smartphone handbook app which 
you point at the switch in question for a tuto¬ 
rial. 

More hi-tech can be viewed through the 
redesigned three-spoke leather-trimmed 
steering wheel where you’ll find an instru¬ 
ment cluster with another 8-inch high resolu¬ 
tion display. 

This one, also optional and framed by con¬ 
ventional analogue gauges either side, is pri¬ 
marily there to show a virtual speedometer 
but can also be configured to display all sorts 
of information such as smartphone or audio 
use - or even navigation. 

Bracket 

For Insignia buyers, there’s a premium of 
around £2,650 to go from the entry-level 
Design trim to the Tech Line spec we’re looking 
at here. That means a price span in the £20,000 
to £25,000 bracket and an engine choice that 
gives you all three of the main 2.0 CDTi diesel 
units (the 120, 140 and 163PS engines), plus 
the 140PS 1.4 Turbo. The Tech Line asking 
price gets you not only satellite navigation and 
the Intellilink infotainment system but also a 
range of other added value features. These 
include 17-inch alloy wheels, auto headlamps 
and wipers, rear electric windows and an anti¬ 
dazzle rear view mirror. 

Other standard Insignia features include 
LED daytime running lights, Bluetooth ‘phone 
compatibility, electronic climate control, a 
driver’s seat with powered height and lumbar 
adjustment, a trip computer, cruise control and 
a decent quality stereo system plus USB and 
aux-in compatibility controllable from the 
steering wheel. Insignia Tech Line buyers get 
the choice of a five-door hatch or, for a premium 
of around £1,700, the versatile Sports Tourer

estate. As for safety, well, there’s the usual 
standard stuff - twin front, side and curtain 
airbags, plus the usual electronic assistance for 
brakes, traction and stability control to hope¬ 
fully ensure you’ll never need to use them. It’s 
enough to merit a five-star Euro NCAP safety 
rating. 

Around 85% of Insignia buyers go for a diesel 
- and you can see why. Both 120 and 140PS ver¬ 
sions of the 2.0 CDTi ecoFLEX model return 
76.3mpg on the combined cycle and put out just 
98g/km of C02, returns that at launch were 
comfortably class-leading. This gives this car 
an astonishing potential 1,175 mile range from 
its 70-litre fuel tank, which means that the 
average UK driver covering around 8,200 miles 
a year would only have to fill up with diesel 


seven times every twelve months. Or, to put it 
another way, an Insignia ecoFLEX driver could 
travel from London to Budapest on one tank of 
fuel. 

In summary then, though this car isn’t com¬ 
pletely new, it feels that way behind the wheel. 
Those that are tempted by the shinier 
prospects of newer rivals will, Vauxhall hopes, 
be brought back into the Insignia fold by class¬ 
leading running costs. 

It wasn’t long ago that it would have been 
simply inconceivable for a car of this kind to 
average over 75mpg and put out less than 
lOOg/km of C02. But that’s exactly what the 
two most popular diesel versions of this model 
can now achieve. A tech spec then that sums 
this car up perfectly.

Finance specialist with Motor 
Market, Dean Bridge, said that with 
regard to price, it is important to recog¬ 
nise that there is a cost to all dealers 
and finance providers to offer borrow¬ 
ing facilities. 

“For the lender, it is also something 
that carries both risk and reward. In 
the case of risk, the country saw this all 
too obviously through the credit 
crunch, “ he said. 

“During this period, when other 
lending was largely curtailed, dealer 
finance kept lending, enabling con¬ 


sumers to buy the car they wanted for 
work and social use,” he said. “To 
ensure customers get absolutely best 
value I would encourage car buyers to 
research their finance options, includ¬ 
ing Motor Dealer finance and bearing 
in mind that personal loan acceptance 
levels remain depressed and that rate 
for risk may mean a higher than adver¬ 
tised representative APR. 

“I also suggest that buyers investi¬ 
gate the ‘total amount payable’ to 
change car on finance. It is certainly 
possible that a lower interest rate 
could be offset by a higher car purchase 
price. 

“The bottom line result is however 
likely to be the same.”

THE British-built Note has proven to be one of 
Nissan’s biggest hits and the second genera¬ 
tion model looks to build on that success with 
a different twist. 

The Nissan Note moves towards the conventional 
supermini in second generation guise but it’s still set to 
be a family favourite. 

Better quality, sharper styling, interesting safety gear 
and a fascinating three-cylinder engine with a decou¬ 
pling supercharger are the order of the day here. 

Certain cars were always going to be hits from the 
moment the designer’s pen left the sketchpad. The 
success of others wasn’t so easy to predict. Nissan’s Note 
falls into the latter category. Yes, it’s clearly a well-built 
family car that appealed across a broad customer base, 
but that could be said of a number of its rivals. Where 
the British-built Note scored was in offering Nissan’s 
renowned build quality at very accessible prices, build¬ 
ing on the success of the Micra, a formula subsequently 
reprised by the massive-selling Qashqai and Juke 
crossovers. 

Nissan is a company renowned for its engineering 
innovation but sometimes that hi-tech approach fails to 
filter down to its more everyday models. Not this time. 
Take the petrol engines in this Note. The entry-level is 
a three-cylinder 1.2-litre 80PS unit. So far so unexciting. 
But you can also buy a version of this engine, the 1.2- 
litre DIG-S, with a supercharger that boosts power to 
98PS. Ah, but aren’t superchargers notoriously fuel- 
hungry things, running all the time whether you need 
them or not? Most are but not this one which uses a 
clutch pack to disengage the supercharger when 
running at low speeds. 

This engine also uses the Miller Cycle, a system which 
keeps the inlet valves open longer to help efficiency, as is 
also offered with CVT automatic transmission. Should 
you prefer, you can also get a 90PS 1.5-litre diesel 
engine. 

The Note has been extensively developed in Europe to 
offer a driving experience that’s right for our road con¬ 
ditions. With a distinct set-up from that of the Japanese 
and US market, the European version has unique steer¬ 
ing, suspension and chassis settings. The 1.2-litre DIG- 
S model has further dynamic tweaks for an even more 
engaging experience. 

Expensive 

The old Note was a neatly styled if somewhat anony¬ 
mous-looking thing. The latest car has a good deal more 
styling going on and a more expensive look and feel, both 
in and out. The chrome grille that seems to take a bite 
out of each headlight, the nicely chamfered wheel arches 
and the detail lines in the flanks that help avoid a slab- 
sided look. 

Nissan calls this the ‘Squash Line’ because it was 
apparently inspired by the angles a squash ball takes 
around a court. 

There’s not too much squashing going on inside. 
There’s a decent amount of room and the materials 
quality has improved considerably, although some of the 
minor switchgear still looks old and cheap. 

The dash is all hard-finish plastic, although the piano- 
black centre console lifts things. It’s a bit odd that the 
door pulls are the only items finished in chrome in the 
whole front cabin too. The rear isn’t bad for legroom 
thanks to a sliding rear bench, although taller occupants 
may find headroom a push. 

Prices sit in the £12,000 to £18,000 bracket and the 
Note is offered in four familiar trim grades - VISIA, 
Acenta, Acenta Premium and Tekna. All models feature 
stop-start ignition systems, six airbags and cruise 
control with a speed limiter. 

Mid-spec Acenta models add air-conditioning, Blue¬ 
tooth connection and rear electric windows, while top 
grade Tekna models feature the Safety Shield pack, 
Nissan Connect, Around View Monitor, part leather 
trim and keyless entry with i-key. 

The entry-level 1.2-litre petrol engine gets 60 miles 
from a gallon of unleaded and even if the driver opts for 
the more powerful 98PS DIG-S supercharged version, 
you’ll actually be looking at improved economy; a return 
of 66mpg should make this one a popular choice. 

Emissions? Again the DIG-S engine comes up trumps. 
This gets 99g/km with the manual gearbox, but you’ll 
have to watch the CVT auto option which bumps things 
up to 119g/km and could have expensive tax implica¬ 
tions for business users. The base 1.2 manages a reason¬ 
able 109g/km with its manual ‘box. 

Of course there will be many who will look at nothing 
but a diesel engine in this class and the 1.5-litre DCI 
powerplant won’t disappoint. 

This returns an incredible 78mpg on the combined 
cycle and emissions are tied right down at just 95g/km. 
Nissan’s start-stop ignition system is fitted to all 
models.

Performance 
and economy 
in a Mercedes 


DRIVING a good-looking or 
arresting car often attracts 
admiring glances. Occasionally, 
the attention can be unwelcome. 
Here’s a case in point. 

I rented a house in the south of France for 
a holiday earlier this year and drove down in 
a Mercedes CLA. 

What a lovely trip it was going to be. And 
indeed it was, except for one incident on my 
way out just south of Lyon. 

I was driving along a dual carriageway 
and overtook a rather battered looking 
small French car. The vehicle then pro¬ 
ceeded to overtake mine and its occupants 
gestured for me to pull over. 

Suspicious of their motives, I immediately 
took advantage of the car’s power to leave 
others standing and left them well behind. 

I was driving the CLA 220 CDI, the only 
diesel model available, which has excellent 
in-gear acceleration, as I discovered. This is 
especially true in sport mode, which I 
quickly engaged, where the throttle 
response and gearshifts from the dual¬ 
clutch gearbox are sharp indeed. It will also 
get up to 62mph in 8.1 seconds. 

Combination 

Aside from needing that speed of 
response, this is a car that loves cruising 
around town and eating up those hundreds 
of miles very comfortably when driving 
through France. And when you get stuck in 
the holiday traffic on the bottlenecks to the 
sun, the stop/start saves you plenty of fuel. 
And speaking of fuel, for a car of this size 
and capability, consumption is very healthy 
and gives you more money to spend on wine 
to bring back. 

On the motorway run I got close to 60mpg 
on the journey there and again on the way 
back with a boot full of Provencal rose. 

Add low C02 emissions to the economy 
and it is an attractive option for company 
car drivers. And when winding through the 
hills of Provence the car, with its accurate 
steering, is very sporty with low-roll corner¬ 
ing and keen front-end bite giving a very 
enjoyable ride. 

There’s no denying that it is a striking car 


with a combination of short overhangs, a 
‘pushy’ front, sharp creases and a gently 
sloping roofline. It looks great from nearly 
every angle. 

Two trim levels are available in the UK. 
Top-spec AMG Sport models have five- 
spoke AMG alloys, a silver pin grille and 
slightly deeper bodywork and the entry- 
level Sport, as driven by me, is attractive 
enough. 

Inside it’s as stylish as the outside with 
sports seats giving a low seating position 
that adjusts every which way to get the 
perfect position for every driver, plus quality 
materials and finish. There are several 
driving assistance systems (some standard 
and some options) which reduce the driver’s 
workload. 

Standard-fit features for the coupe 
include Attention Assist - drowsiness detec¬ 
tion (and that worked with me after a long 
stint behind the wheel with me thinking I’ll 
just go on to the next services when I really 
did need to take a break) and radar-based 
Collision Prevention Assist with adaptive 
Brake Assist. 

If the warnings don’t work this latter 
feature combines with Distronic Plus to 
become Collision Prevention Assist Plus, 
incorporating an additional function. 

When a danger of collision persists and 
the driver fails to respond, the system 
brakes at speeds of up to 124mph, reducing 
the severity of collisions with slow or sta¬ 
tionary vehicles. 

The system also brakes in response to sta¬ 
tionary vehicles at a speed of up to 19mph 
and is able to prevent rear-end collisions at 
speeds of up to 12mph. And safety is more 
and more becoming the name of the game 
when choosing which car to go for. 

Established assistance systems, such as 
Adaptive Highbeam Assist and the Lane 
Tracking package with Blind Spot and Lane 
Keeping Assist, are also available for the 
CLA. 

My conclusion? It’s an excellent motor¬ 
way cruiser, likes the town, loves the 
country and has a nice balance between per¬ 
formance and economy. Prices start at 
£24,355 on the road.
